[Army Retreats from ‘Village’ Site 


‘Looking Elsewhere,’ Generals 
Say; SV Sale to Stanford Near 


BULLETIN 

The U.S. Army is ‘looking elsewhere’ for a site for the| 
proposed Stanford Vitlage armory, which during the past two 
weeks has been the subject of seething rebukes here and in| 
Washington. 

Simu!taneously, a government spokesman in San Fran- 
cisco announced late Wednesday that sale of the entire Stan- | 
ford Village parcel to Stanford university is expected to get 
underway soon. 

The spokesman was J. E. Melville, regional head of the} 
Public Housing Administration, with offices in San Francisco. 
He told the Recorder late yesterday that army officials have 
asked him to keep a “hold” on the controversial six-acre parcel | 
facing Ravenswood avenue, in the heart of what Mento Park | 
hopes to develop as part of its growing ‘‘professional-adminis- 
trative’ zone, until a ‘‘firm commitment” is received regarding 
the alternate proposed site. 

He added, in regard to disposal of Stanford Village, that 
an appraisal will soon be undertaken, purpose of which will be 
to determine the value of the village as a whole, less only such 
land as may be needed for expansion of the U.S. Geological 
Survey headquarters in Linfield Oaks and the parcel belonging 
to the First Church of Christ, Scientist. 

When the value of this land—more than 80 acres in a 
continuous parcel—is ascertained, the Village as a whole will 
be offered for sale to Stanford university. 

Melville added that the appraisal will take about 30 days; 
an appraiser will be appointed, he said, ‘in the near future.” 

Mayor Michael L. Belangie, informed of the new develop- 
Sments, said he was “extremely gratified,” and added, 

“These developments augur well for the rapid, complete 
solution of all our problems in Stanford Village.”

A Bettencourt supermarket will 
be built in Menlo Park soon, it 
was revealed this week. 


The announcement came at 
Tuesday night’s city council meet-|

Planning Body to Decide Fate of 
Kavanaugh Rezoning on Aug. 18 


Thirty days from last week, on 
August 18, to be exact, Clarence 
Kavanaugh should know whether 
or not he will be allowed to build 
a 253 or 500 home subdivision on 
90 acres of his land, for on that 
date the San Mateo County Plan- 
ning Commission will render its 
decision. 

However, this decision may be 
tempered by the results of ac- 
tion to be taken by the county 
Board of Supervisors at their 
August 3 meeting in response to 
a resolution passed by the Plan- 
ning Commission preceding the 
Kavanaugh hearing last Wednes- 
day which calls for emergency 
zoning. 

The resolution requested the su- 
pervisors to empower the plan- 
| ners to delay or deny any applica- 
tion which would conflict with the 
| new county zoning ordinance, now 
the subject of public hearings and 
further, to prohibit the construc- 
tion of homes on land earmarked 
for industrial use, the emergency 
zoning to end with the adoption 
of the new ordinance which is ex- 
pected to be passed within. the 
next 60 days. 

Although Kavanaugh has_ sub- 
mitted but a portion of the propos- 
ed 500 home subdivision for sub- 
division map approval, that of 253 
homes on present A-2 land, his re- 
zoning request held Wednesday 
afternoon included all of 90 acres, 
a large portion zoned M-1. Plan- 
ners are considering industrial use 
for a major portion of the land in 
the new ordinance. 

Chairman Leslie I. Nichols of 
the Planning commission limit- 
ed “pro’ ’and “con” discussion of 
the rezoning to twenty minutes 
each, allowing Kavanaugh pro- 
ponents a little time leeway, 
when his attorney Gerard Wag- 
staffe took up the entire twenty 
minutes for his presentation. 

Wagstaffe accused the school 
district with pressuring residents 
of the Ravenswod School district 
with threats of triple sessions to 
force signatures on a petition, said

his choicest “industrial” land for 
the present school, with the agree- 
ment of the board that the school 
on it would provide for any devel- 
opment or Kavanaugh property 
and that Kavanaugh had sold it to 
the school district at a low price. 


Superintendent Ctanley O. 
Schnepple, representing the Rav- 
enswood Elementary School Dis- 
trict, challenged Wagstaffe’s 
statement that anyone in the 
school district had anything to do 
with the petitions containing 3264 
names on it submitted by the Rav- 
enswood Elementary School Dis- 
trict Citizens Advisory committee, 
let alone using threats of “triple 
sessions’ and Wagseaffe offered 
no proof that such had been the 
case. 

In fact, Ernest Sexton, chair- 
man of the CAC read the peti- 
tion to the planners and the 
more than 100 persons present. 
The petition pointed out that a 
subdivision of 253 homes while 
offering about $25,000 in taxes, 
would require classrooms cost- 
ing $200,000 and barring build- 
ing of such a school would put 
the district schools on double 
sessions through the fifth grade. 
The petition went on to say 
that if the entire 500 homes 
were allowed, an entire school 
would be needed at an approxi- 
mate cost of $350,000 with but 
$50,000 from taxes on_ these 
homes — that the new homes 
would carry only about one- 
sixth of the burden of providing 
housing for the children who 
would come with the homes. 

As to the cost of the land, which 
the commission pointed out was 
not industrial, but agricultural, 
Schnepple pointed out that the dis- 
trict paid Kavanaugh more for 
those: 22 acres than any other 
school site in the RESD, including 
the newly-acquired Bayview site 
in University Village. ‘ 

Schneppl also said that to his 
knowledge the school board never 
made an agreement with Kavan- 
augh, verbal or otherwise, for a 
subdivision of homes on his ad- 
joining land. A check through the 
board minutes of April through 
July, 1950, when negotiations were 
conducted, shows no record of any 
such agreement bewteen Kavan- 
augh and the school board. 

Residents on Xavier street, in 
University Village, 300 feet or 
closer to Kavanaugh’s proposed 
subdivision, told the planning com- 
mission that they would prefer 
higher taxes to objectionable in 
dustry. 

After hearing all protests, the 
board passed a proposition to 
render a decision at their Aug- 
ust 18 meeting with the proviso 
that no more discussion from 
the floor is to be heard. The 
board also said that it would 
meet with Kavanaugh before 
that time to try to help him 
solve this problem of an area 
bounded by a church and four 
schools either built, under con- 
struction, or planned.

25 Years Ago: 


Business Licenses, 
Circus Were Topics 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following 
items were news in the young 
community: 

July 26, 1929: 

“The entire circus to be staged 
by: the Menlo Circus Club was run 
through last Sunday morning to 
accustom the participants to their 
numbers on the program. 

“The cirevs takes place on Sat- 
urday, July 27th, at the Menlo Cir- 
cus Club and is open to all visit- 
ors.”

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WELL OUT OF IT! 


We salute the members of the former Palo Alto Exchange 
club, who this week withdrew from the national organization after 
31 years of continuous membership in that organization. 

They took their action in protest against what they termed 
the dictatorial leadership of National Secretary Herold Harter, 
who informed members of the club that they were not welcome 
at a meeting last Sunday held to discuss the club’s ban on mem- 
bership for other than “white” business and professional men. 

Inasmuch as this newspaper was instrumental in starting the 
lixchange club battle, we feel we have the right to step back into 
the matter now. 

We have been asked, since we first broke the story of how 
the Menlo Park club had disbanded rather than comply with a 
national order to drop a Chinese member, whether we were not 
sorry to have caused such a fuss.

Outlook 
Bright

The financial report for the fis- 
cal vear ended June 30, 1954, pre- 
sented to the council by the city 
manager, may be adjusted slightly 
by the auditors when their work 
is finished in a week or two, but 
on the basis of past experience 
sach changes will be minor. 


Last year’s budget placed reve- 
nue for the year at $393,958 and 
expenditures at $414,557. The de- 
ficiency of about $21,000 was to be 
financed from the surplus of 
around $55,000 resulting from the 
1952-53 ifseal year. 

Hawever, instead of a $21,000 
deficiency last year, there was 
actually a surplus of $63,000 re- 
sulting from an increase in rev- 
enue of $59,000 over the esti- 
mate and holding expenditures 
$25,000 below the budget. 


The budget for the current fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1955, pla- 
ces revenues at $428,940 and ex- 
penditures at $483,665, a deficien- 
cy of aimost $55,000 to be covered 
by the prior surplus. 

Revenues are estimated on a 
conservative basis, however, and 
if business conditions remain at 
the present level, the estimate of 
revenues probably will be exceed- 
ed, increasing th cash balance ex- 
pected at the close of the fiscal 
year. 

A moderate recession probably 
would bring us out even, but a ser- 
ious business decline would reduce 


Down fo Earth: 


Vines — All Kinds—Good Cover-Up 
For California’s Obvious Fences 


By TERRY LEE 


One of the most obvious places 
to grow vines is on a fence, and 
California’s obvious fences need 
some greenery to soften them. 

However, not all vines or fences 
are suitable. Wisteria and honey- 
suckle, for example, become so 
heavy and rampant that it will 
take much pruning to keep them 
from sagging a fence. Their own 
upkeep voids the use of iron or 
picket as support for a decorative 
vine. The board wooden fences 
form a good background, but it is 
necessary to provide some sort of 


our estimated balance. Were this 
last circumstance to occur, we 
would have to trim our services ac- 
cordingly. 

The above figures refer to the 
general fund, and exclude gaso- 
line tax projects, bond interest 
and redemption, and assessment 
districts. These are financed out 
of special revenues, only bond 
interest and redemption affect- 
ing the property tax rate and 
that, only ina minor amount. 

Over recent years our city tax 
rate has been gradually reduced. 
This has been accomplished in 
spite of rising salary and material 
costs because our growing city was 
below the size for most economi- 
cal operation. But that phase now 
has passed, and our problem in 
the future will be to provide the 
necessary services while prevent- 
ing the tax rate from rising. 

A tax rate cut does not appear 
feasible this year, when we are 
already applying all of last 
year’s surplus to balancing this 
year’s budget. Our financial po- 
sition remains strong, but we are 
adding only a little to it despite 
last year’s record surplus. 

Our general fund cash balance 
was $247,000 on June 30 of this 
year, or over half of the budgeted 
expenditures for 1954-55. This fig- 
ure is somewhat deceptive as to 
our basic financitl strength, how- 
ever, for our big revenue months 
are January and June, and we 
must have working capital to tide! 
us over until then. 

Last year our general fund cash 
balance of $181,000 on June 30, 
1953 had dropped below $71,000

the available surface. 


Made to order for vines which 
climb by twining are wire fences. 
The strong chainlink fence not on- 
ly furnishes good support, but ac- 
tually needs the drapery of vines 
to relieve its own severity. 


Various types of wire mesh 
can be purchased by the yard 
for light barriers in the gar- 
den or as support in front of a 
smooth wooden fence. Chicken 
wire, with its large mesh is 
one of the flimsiest, but fine for 
annuals. Turkey wire is firmer. 
I like the black iron grating 
for a_ barrier 
graceful vine like gebonia. Hea- 
vy gauge wire can be crisscrossed 
on a fence and vines trained to 

follow that decorative line. The 
very small leaved ivies are good 
for this. 

There are also brads and hooks 
which can be nailed into the 
fence at important points to sup- 
port main branches of the vine. 
This works well for grapes, roses, 
fatshedera, plumbago. A wooden 
trellis is fine and often very de- 
corative. It should be held away | 
from a solid wall by blocks of 
wood so there will be air circula- 
lation, and the wall of the house 
can be painted by merely tipping 
the trellis foreward. 

A new device that caught my 
fancy is the use of open scroll- 
work, bamboo screen panels as | 
a most decorative trellis. Paint- 
ed black they look like expens- 
ive wrought iron panels. The 
panels are so decorative they 
should be covered with some- 
thing as light as a sasanqua ca. | 
mellia or morning glory. 

Metal piping makes a fine sup- 
port for most vines, and a good 
form for an_ espaliered tree. | 
Grapes or the hop vine would be| 
good, while apples and pears are | 
easily bent to a desired form on} 
thestrong horizontal pipes. 

My favorite vine of all is the 
star jasmine with its dark green 
leaves, lovely white, fragrant 
flowers, moderate rate of growth

All the clematis are in great| 
favor now, and they are lovely | 
and graceful, bus susceptible to | 
aphis and sooty mold. The pas- 
sion vine and silver lace vine are 
strong looking vines that cover 
quickly, but are less rampant 
than honeysuckle. 

Ivy is always handsome, and 
the needlepoint varieties much 
lighter in texture, whereas the 
fatshedra, with its huge leaves, 
has a very tropical look.

“Seeds can‘ still be planted for 
vegetables like carrots, leaf let- 
| tuce, chard, and annuals like mar- 
igold, alyssum, cosmos. The 
ground, however, is very liable 
to dry out, and a good way to pre- 
vent the formation of a hard 
crust that keeps out air and 
makes subsequent water run off, 
isto sprinkle the seed bed with a 
covering of sand. 


Weeds grow faster than desired 
plants these days, which is one 
good reason for pulling them out. 
Cultivating the soil will uproot 
most weeds, but in a flower bed 
where there is plenty of water, 
the uprooted weeds may take 
hold again. It is better to remove 
the whole weed by hand. 


In a field, weeds are disced 
into the soil as a _ valuable 
source of humus and the tangle 
of small roots keep the soil 
from baking out or blowing 
away.

It is harvest time for many 
flowers and vegetables. This will 


as beans will turn old in a few 
days, and begonias shatter in the 
heat. Don’t let your planting ef- 
forts be wasted. 

Ripe tomatoes are a_ favorite 
dish of birds and slugs and wire 
worms. Birds can be scared away 
with metal strips hung from 
posts, and slugs and worms eat 
only the tomatoes on the ground. 

Staking the plants in the be- 
ginning solves this problem, but 
it is too late to start now. Instead, 
take dry grass clippings or straw 
and put a thick layer (3-4 inches) 
on the ground under the vines. 
This also keeps the roots warm

How much would the state al- 
low under the state aid program 
for a school for 1500 pupils? This 


two parts at the conference. 

In the first place, at present, the 
state allows 80 square feet per pu- 
pil or a total of not more than 120,- 
|000 square feet for such a high 
school. Action is under way to in- 
crease this minimum to 110 square 
feet per pupil for the present area 
is not sufficient, Rivers said. 

A school based on the 120,000 
square feet at a cost between 12 
and 15 dollars per square foot 
should cost between $1,500,000 and 
$1,750,000, he said. However, he 
later qualified this estimate by 
saying that this was for construc- 
tion costs only and did not allow 
for site purchase, site improve- 
ments, landscaping, turfing or oth- 
er items allowed under state aid. 
Adding these costs to the school 
building the cost would approxi- 
mate $2,700,000. 

COSTS VARY 

He went on to point out that 
construction costs vary consid- 
erably in different localities, de- 
pending upon union scale wages 
in the various building and el- 
ectrical fields. In an area such 
as the Sequoia high school dis- 
trict, costs are higher because 
wages are higher. 

He also presented brochures 
which pointed up the need to in- 
clude in a school plant those 
things which will fit into the local 
picture. These brochures stressed 
that in school building school su- 
perintendents and school boards 
should be safe and not “half-safe’”’ 
in planning a proper plant or 
plants. 

In planning a school, it must 
work right for the school program; 
cost the right amount, contain an 
acceptable standard of comfort for 
work and relaxation; will be econ- 
omical to operate and maintain: 
will be safe for occupancy from 
any calamity from earthquake to 
fire; will respond economically for 
future development; will provide 
the best known requirements for! 
mental, physical health and sani- 
tary provisions and that it will 
look right so that it wiil reflect 
self in school development 
when new schools become neces- 
sary, because the completed 
school will not only serve the 
children, but should be an inte- 
gral part of community activity, 
the reports went on to say. 

Not only should the superin- 
tendent and the school board be 
concerned, but teachers should 
take an active part in providing) 
information that will help plan ef- 
ficient class space for subjects to| 
be taught.

It was stressed that accepting 
outsides help necessarily  in- 
volves yielding local control.

visions. 

UNIT SHOPS 

Dr. Sam Frick, chief of the di- 
vision of industrial arts, recom- 
mended that every school in the 
Sequoia High School District have 
a unit shop of industrial arts and 
pre-apprentice training program, 
and that at Sequoia high school a 
general shop for apprentice train- 
ing be maintained and augmented. 
While a full general shop includ- 
ing metal working, machines, 
wood-working is expensive, an in- 
dustrial arts shop, fully equipped 
should cost about $41,000. Such a 
shop would enable every boy in 
school to have a taste of working 
with his hands. By localizing these 
pre-apprentice shops it saves the 
time of the children and elimin- 
ates costly transportation, Frick 
said. 

“Industrial arts (manual train- 
ing) should become a ‘part of each 
student’s general education. Home 
economics is a requirement ‘for 
girls. Manual training should be 
required for boys,” he concluded.

Around Town: 


‘Deer Widow’ Continued 


By MAGGIE MOORE 
Just like the sport itself—this 
is a continued story. We were in 
error last week in discussing the 


‘approaching deer season. We said 


that if a hunter took to the hills 
with a bow and arrow he was not 
legally allowed to go out later with 
a gun. 

This, we learned, was not so 
when the hunter in our house left 
at 5:30 a. m. Saturday morning 
equipped with a bow and arrow 
(newly acquired last fall), and a 
beagle hound, who was one year 
old Sunday. 

This ‘double season” is a new 
ruling evidently — and we must 
admit, it seems to be a fair one. 
Few deer are brought down here- 
abouts with bow and arrow. 

But that won’t halt things in our 
house. The man in the family, his 
12 year old nephew, visiting ug 
this week, and the little boy next 
door all have bows and arrows and 
we suspect our evenings will be 
taken up with much practice. 
ANOTHER WEEKEND 

(There will be another weekend 
of bow and arrow season, and fast 
upon that will come regular sea- 
son and then again another sea- 
son in the Sierras. We are resign- 
ed to be “deer widows” along with 
many others.) 

Rod and gun sports, though 
comparatively new to us in this 
concentration, are really quite 
wonderful. While we wouldn’t en- 
joy the kill—we do enjoy the at- 
mosphere. 

Early this spring we accompan- 
ied the hunter on a reconnaisance 
tour in the Santa Cruz mountains 
area with the unschooled beagle 
pup. It is only repetition to join 
with so many others in'saying that 
the great beauty all around in na- 
ture makes the trip worth the 
while even if no game is brought 
back. 

Endless hours of story-telling in- 
variably result from each trip and 
men friends compare notes on 
guns and equipment and especial- 
ly dogs, reliving their experiences. 
MORE NOTES 

Meanwhile, at these sessions, 
the wofhen compare notes on pre- 
paration of various game dishes. 
It is our belief, as we told you} 
last week, that the main part of 
preparing a good-tasting meal of 
game lies in the ‘hands of the hun- 
ter himself — it takes place be- 
tween the kill and the kitchen, as 
it were. 

But—there are some things to 
help improve a piece of venison if 
it is on the tough side, or too 
strongly flavored. (By the way— 
did you know that deer from dif- 
ferent areas seem to have differ- 
ent flavored meat? Some experts 
claim that this is largely due to 
their forage. We have especially 
enjoyed deer from Nevada—but 
it isn’t as easily come by, natur- 
ally.) 

For toughness—toss out scru- 
ples and latch on to a meat tender- 
izer. Combine this with some gar- 
lic salt and then put the venison 
on the barbecue sometime. It’s 
really good.

There 
are a good many recipes as well 
as good tips—and a brief section 
on freezing. It’s a big help to know 
that you don’t have to eat deer!

All manner of game birds, small 
game and big game are covered. 
A reference to “rail” recalls to 
old-timers in Menlo the days when 
this game bird was numerous near 
the bay in the Ravenswood area 
and many a good meal was enjoy- 
ed from them.

in a sports shop. It’s remarkably |! 
uncommercial and _ stresses the}| 
safety angle, as does the National 
Rifle association. 

Incidentally, the NRA has been 
doing a real fine job on training 
junior riflemen in the proper han- 
dling and use of guns. Some of 
this work is being done locally 
and should get all the support pos- 
sible — fewer gun accidents are 
likely to octur among children 
when they have proper under- 
standing and respect for Daddy’s 
guns. 

In keeping with the prospect be- 
fore us—we can only wish “Gooa 
Hunting!” As much for the gour- 
met as for the hunter himself. |
